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SEC Allows Daily 
To Quote Members;

Students who applied for rebates 
from the University Bookstore last 
spring can expect to receive $3.83 
for every hundred dollars worth of 
books they bought 

The profits for last year — 
amounting to $7,479 — are being 
distributed for the first time, in 
proportion to individual purchases. 
It is hoped that cheques for the 
rebates will bo on their way to the 
students concerned by the end of 
October, according to Mr. Ralph 
Shackell, secretary-treasurer of 
the Students' Society. 

An estimated 1,600 students 
turned in envelopes containing 
their sales slips to the Bookstore 
lost spring, but their claims in 
total amounted to only 29.6% of 
the Bookstore's total sales. Total 
sales this year were almost $200, 
000. 

The rebates system will continue 
this year only if approved once 
again by the Students' Executive 
Council. At their first meeting, the 
SEC appointed a committee headed 
by Colin Forbes (Medicine) to in- 
vestigate the possibility of con- 
tinuing the rebate plan and pos- 
sible uses for the money should 
the plan bo dropped. 

Many students will receive 
cheques for less than one dollar, 
and in some cases the cost of send- 
ing the cheque will be greater than 
its value. The costs of banking, 
auditing, mailing and administra- 
tion of the rebates is expected to 
reach $600. 

The amount left of tho profits 
when the rebates and the' costs of 
auditing and distributing them 
have been deducted will go to tho 
Students' Executive Council. In 
past years, the entire profits of 
tho Bookstore hove been granted 
to the SEC.

REBATES - ONLY A GESTURE 



It seems unlikely that any student will get 
more than four dollars back in book rebates, 
while the vast majority of those who bothered to 
claim rebates will be receiving much smaller 
amounts. 

This being the case, we wonder if it is worth- 
while to continue the system. The idea is attract- 
ive enough, but in practice it involves enormous 
amounts of work and considerable expense. The 
result benefits a minority of McGill students, and 
even these do not receive much from the scheme. 
It con hardly be argued- that a return of four 
dollars for every hundred spent will do much to 
reduce the cost of an education. 

On the other hand, the Bookstore profits 
make a fairly large lump sum. Seven thousand 
dollars doesn't amount to much when it's split up 
among six thousand students, a firm of auditors, 
a secretary, and the Canadian Post Office. Spent 
as a lump sum in one place, however, that amount 
can accomplish something. 

In the past, indeed, the profits of the Book- 
store have been used constructively by the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council. The first year that the 



Council had the use of these funds, they were 
voted towards a students' lending library. In other 
years, profits have been given to a New Union 
Fund, to the University, and to The Daily. 

Surely it will be of more value to the students 
to spend the Bookstore profits on some concrete 
improvement from which both the students and 
the University would benefit, than to give them 
back the money in paltry amounts that will do 
no one any real good. 

Costs of education are undoubtedly high, and 
any means of lowering these costs would seem to 
be a good thing. That's why the rebates plan is 
superficially attractive. We would suggest, how- 
ever, that the establishment of scholarships with 
this money would do more to effectively reduce 
the cost of education than any wholesale distri- 
bution. Use of the profits towards any concrete 
end would be of more value than a gesture 
towards making a university education less expen- 
sive — for this is no more than a gesture. 

Let's give everybody something, instead of 
giving everybody nothing.

"FINNIE" FLETCHER 

To those of us recently members of McGill, "Finnie" Fletcher was 
a name from the past, or perhaps, if chance were with us a pair of 
mischievous eyes behind an infectious high pitched laugh.

*McCord Museum 
Finds New Home 

Four hundred years of Cana- 
dian history will bo moved from 
the McGill campus proper when 
the McCord Museum is moved to 
new quarters on upper Drummond 
Street. 

The homo of the McCord collec- 
tion, donated to McGill in 1921 by 
David Ross McCord, was the form- 
er residence of Mr. A. A. Hodgson. 

Mr. Duncan M. Hodgson, his 
son, led the 1938 Hodgson-McGill 
Congo expedition which contribut- 
ed some of the finest specimens in 
the University's zoological and 
ethnological collections. 
^The collection, known as the 
David Ross McCord National Mu- 
seum, orginally comprised about 
■10,000 items of documents, paint- 
ings, prints, books, costumes, 
weaponB and utensils representing 
four centuries of Canadian life. 

The collection will be rehabil- 
ated and re-catalogued after it 
has been moved to its new home at 
'3507 Drumond Street. The Uni- 
versity hopes very shortly to np- 
point a competent curator to un- 
dertake this difficult and import- 
ant task. 

The rehabilitation job is hoped 
to be completed within a few 
years, and that then funds may 
be forthcoming to construct a suit- 
able museum building, where this 
valuable and unique collection may 
be viewed and studied by both 
the students and the public. 



The appointment of Patrick 
(Paddy) Winser, Eng. 3, to the 
position of editor-in-chief of Old 
McGill *55, and of Agnes White, 
Arts 4, to the post of chairman of 
the McGill World University Ser- 
vice Committee was approved at a 
recent meeting of the Students' 
Executive Council. 

Winser'8 appointment was made 
necessary by the resignation of 
Ian Bruce, named to the editorship 
last May. No one had been pre- 
viously named chairman of the 
1954-55 WUS Committee. 

Winser who has been active on 
the Annual in previous years, was 
Assistant Photography Editor in 
1953-54, being named Associate 
Editor for 1954-55 last May. 

Miss White, served as Features 
Editor of the Annual and was in 
the Red and White Revue last 
year.

vies, television shows and radio 
programs. Fortunes are lavished 
to achieve "a realistic back- 
ground"; experts on toothpicks in 
Etruria and on prehistoric salads 
are hired to insure "a true to life" 
atmosphere; no efforts are spared 
to depict life "as it is." But in the 
synthetic world of studios, no one 
ever swears, no one ever uses pro- 
fanity, no one ever departs from 
a Sunday school conception of 
good and bad men. That sort of 
thing just ain't done. Vice and 
crime must remain clean. 

You may insinuate every typo 
of pornographic suggestion in 
your film to the extent that the 
world seems to have become a gi- 
gantic bordello; you may debase 
love into sentimental poppycock; 
you may moke sex and money np- 
peor the standards regulating men 
and women. But never mention 
the word "divorce" in any one of 
the dialogues or your movies will 
be banned . So damned immoral, 
you know. 

Toronto's Don Quixote 
It is indeed distressing to see 
the attitude of our society towards 
morality as exemplified in its 
judgment of works of art, or 
rather, works of entertainment. 
Let an actor utter the word 
"damn" and up spring the ma- 
tronly phalanxes of self-appointed ' 
censors to decry this impudent 
threat to democracy, decency and 
"the American way of life." 

If during a telecast of a 
strikers' meeting one of the union 



members is allowed to use pro- 
fanity without being cut off the 
air, an avalanche of public in- 
dignation buries the hapless 
C.B.C. and Toronto's municipal 
Don Quixote brandishes menacing- 
ly "an official protest." Movie 
houses arc picketed, theatre oper- 
ators are blackmailed, producers 
are threatened if they are bold 
enough to disregard the rampant 
puritan hypocrisy. Which' does 
not conceal the fact that hardly 
anybody arises in protest against 
book publishers who compete with 
one another in vulgarity, obscenity 
and immorality. 

Literary Trash 

Literary trash, brash exploita- 
tion of the basest instincts, are 
all tolerated or at least ignored. 
Our morality seems to bo com- 
partmentalized and self-com- 
placent. Millions of couples 
marry, divorce and remarry. But 
can you recall a single movie in 
which this so essentially Amer- 
ican institution is even mentioned? 
Or why can subjects be treated in 
a play which are anathema to the 
cinematographic public? We smile 
indulgently at the escapades of a 
Tallulah Bankhcad, of Zsa Zsa, 
and Ava, but we haunted out of 
America one of the world's great- 
est artists, Ingrid Bergman, be- 
cause she dared marry the man 
she loved (to whom, incidentally, 
she is still married). We boast 
of our religiousness and of our de- 
mocratic tenets, while allowing 
the one to be debased into a me- 
diocre, commercialized, watered-

for example. Nobody is allowed 
inside. You will admit that it is 
odd that we have a museum which 
doesn't admit anyone. 

We did a little research on the 
McCord Museum recently. The 
first thing we did was to find out 
what's in it. The truth of the 
matter is, nobody knows. We ask- 
ed all sorts of people who ought 
to know about such things, but 
the most concrete information 
available amounted to the merest 
speculation. A person continuing 
in Economics thinks that they have 
Stephen Leacock in there. We 
met a red-hot type on campus who 
thinks it's Hernando's Hideaway. 
We met one fellow who said the 
McCord Museum is the tomb of 
the English department, but he is 
slightly mad now, poor fellow, and 
they've put him away. 

With a moment's thought it 
should be possible to figure this 
business out. Without bothering 
to ask what's in it, we have de- 
duced what is not in it. First, it 
couldn't be animals, vegetables or 
minerals. There are so many col- 
lections of minerals around McGill 
already. The Americans are the 
only people who put new things in 
museums, which is most un- 
British, and we are thus safe in 
saying that whatever's in the 



McCord, it's old. The only really 
old relics of Canada are the In 
dians. But the Indians were not 
very bright. They burned Etienne 
Brûlé, and no race with a sense 
of humour like that is worth pre* 
serving the memory of. They built 
Hochelaga where the car-wash is 
now, which is embarrassing for 
tradition. There hasn't been an 
Indian around there for years, and 
frankly, we don't think they're 
relevant 

No there doesn't seem to be any 
explanation for this mystery, so 
I'll tell you what I think. I think 
there isn't a damn thing in that 
museum. It figures. You see, 
that is why nobody's allowed in. 
I mean, look at it this way — they 
list courses in the calendar which 
don't exist. The Redmen were 
going to win last year . and they 
didn't. All McGlllians are going 
to work hard this year. Make the 
lie big enough and people will be- 
lieve you. It's like the Premier 
says, when you start letting the 
Federals help the university, you 
have to Temember that fascism, 
communism and the suppression 
of small states is bad. If the con- 
nection escapes you, it is as we 
say, tho McCord Museum isn't 
really a museum. 

You may wonder why we didn't 
break into the place. Well, we did. 
Eight of us gathered under some

DAMN IT . . . (from page 4) 
down exercise, and the other to 
clothe the most blatant abuses and 
falsehoods. 

Lunatic Fringe 

But why have Hollywood, and 
television, and radio, permitted 
themselves to be intimidated by 
the shrieking outbursts of a hypo- 
critic public opinion? Not so much 
because they lack guts or inde- 
pendent thinking, as because their 
foremost pursuit is not quality, 
but financial success. 

Art has become a product which 
must be sold, and any salesman is 
aware of the simple fact that you 
do not sell soap or candy bars by 
first antagonizing the customer, 
especially when the customer is 
liable to be scared away by the 
yelps of a lunatic fringe. 

For our new know-nothing 
puritans are a group before which 
even the most powerful giants 
cringe. Indeed, can you go on 
record as being against "morality, 
decency and the American way 
of life?" Not if you are in busi- 
ness.

The Army's Mr. John Adams 
was obviously operating under a 
great strain. As the Army's envoy 
to Senator McCarthy he had not 
enjoyed conspicuous success. Ap- 
proached immediately after his 
rigorous cross-examination by Ray 
Jenkins, he appeared somewhat 
hysterical. 

'Sir, do you think that these 
bearings will finally curtail Sen- 
ator McCarthy's methods?" 

Mr. Adams declined to comment 
"You're trying to put words in my 
mouth. Get away from mel I 
don't want to talk to anybody." 

Mr. Roy Cohn, when asked the 
same question, said that the com- 
mittee wanted to get to the De 
fense Plants who are harbouring 
Communists. He felt that the 
hearings were slowing down the 
work of the Committee. 

Cohn Hurried 

Mr. Cohn declined to say any 
thing concerning Senator McCar 
thy but when asked if he had a 
statement for The Daily, he drew 
himself up to his full height and 
puffed "You may quote me that 
I'm in favour of nnything that is 
against Communism." 

A few moments later Senator 
McCarthy himself was in a more 
expansive mood. "Sure, what 
would you like to know?" he asked 
as he clamped his hand upon my 
shoulder. 
"Sir, do you think that these 
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hearings will finally curtail your 
very fine methods?" 

"Communists are everywhere! 
We're trying to get at them, and 
we're hampered by these hear- 
ings." 

Target Defense Plants 
He was miffed that he had been 
forced to turn his investigations 
in Alaska over to another com- 
mittee. But he still had big 
plans. His next target, he told 
me, is to be defense plants. Ap- 
parently he believes that there are 
many Reds "lurking" in these 
plants, and the hearings were pre- 
venting his ferreting them out. 

Senator McCarthy was more 
than co-operative though the inter- 
view was held on the run. The 
senator answered questions in the 
elevator, on the subway, between 
Senate office building, and the 
Capitol itself. 

Cohn Valuable 
"Mr. Cohn," he stated in 
answer to a pointed question, "is 
the most valuable man on the 
Committee. Mr. Schine (on the 
other hand) is due for two years 
in the Army and is of no use to 
the Committee; but he is still to 
have access to information." He 



said: "There wns no evidence of 
preferential treatment of Schine in 
the Army. He just wanted the 
right to work in his time off, 
when he could be sleeping or play- 
ing around." 

The Senator asked about me- 
thods of curbing Communists in 
Canada. He was informed about 
Royal Commissions headed by men 
of unimpeachable integrity whose 
motives could not be questioned. 
"Politics nre more rough and 
tumble in the U.S. than in Can- 
ada," he said. 

When asked if he planned to 
visit McGill he mentioned that he 
was "a very busy man." 

General Grasp 

Vice President Nixon, approach- 
ed that evening in the elevator, 
commented on the difference be- 
tween a Senator and the Veep. 

He felt he "was no longer an 
expert in the problems of his state 
or of his former committee but 
just had a general grasp of every- 
thing." 

He could, of course, sny nothing 
about Senator McCarthy as his 
views would be constructed as be- 
ing those of the Administration. 



1 1 m 

Asked if there was a possibility 
of his visiting McGill, he said 
"I would very much like to see 
McGill. It is thought of as a very 
fine University." 

Dirksen: No Comment 

Senator Dirksen (Rep., Illinois) 
chairman of the committee invest- 
igating McCarthy's activities had 
no comment. He stated brusquely 
that since he was "both judge and 
jury" none could be expected. 

Neither would Mr. David Schine 
comment on the situation. He had 
appeared before the committee un- 
willingly and wished to have as 
little to do with the press as possi- 
ble. There seemed to bo signs of 
strained relations betwen Mr. 
Cohn and himself. 

I found the trip most inform- 
ative and those with whom I dealt 
seemed interested in Canadian 
students and in presenting an ac- 
curate picture to them.

be a just reward for the loyal McGill fans who seldom miss a 
ball game, win, lose, or draw. 

Canada's number one citizen, Mr. St. Laurent provides U3 with 
our clinching argument. In the Redmen's exhibition opener against 
the UDC Thunderbirds, the Prime Minister was being escorted from 
the ball game to his car after the half time show, when spying the 
Town of Mount Royal drum majorettes, who had been part of the 
ceremonies, he suddenly veered away from the exit and headed towards 
them, a cordial smile on his face and an outstretched hand to personal- 
ly thank and congratulate each one of them. What greater gesture of 



faith would the Senate want to convince them !
